MOTOR VEHICLES AND TRAFFIC REGULATION

AN ACT

CONCERNING THE COLORADO DRIVES VEHICLE SERVICES ACCOUNT OF THE HIGHWAY USERS TAX
FUND, AND, IN CONNECTION THEREWITH, MERGING THE LICENSING SERVICES CASH FUND INTO
THE ACCOUNT AND REQUIRING ACCOUNT INVESTMENT EARNINGS TO BE CREDITED TO THE
ACCOUNT.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:
SECTION 1. In Colorado Revised Statutes, 42-1-211, amend (2) as follows:

tb)yH There is hereby created the Colorado DRIVES vehicle services account
in the highway users tax fund for the purpose of providing funds for the
development and operation of Colorado DRIVES, including operations performed
under articles 2, 3,4, 6, 7, and 12 of this title 42, to cover the costs of administration
and enforcement of the motorist insurance identification database program created
in section 42-7-604, and to purchase and issue license plates, decals, and validating
tabs in accordance with article 3 of this title 42.

SECTION 21. Effective date. (1) Except as otherwise provided in this section,
this act takes effect July 1, 2022.

(2) Section 4 of this act takes effect only if House Bill 22-1338 does not become
law.

SECTION 22. Safety clause. The general assembly hereby finds, determines,
and declares that this act is necessary for the immediate preservation of the public
peace, health, or safety.
